The above scripture and context 
primarily have reference to the prepa- 
ration of the heart for receiving the 
Holy Ghost, but as the Word of God 
has a twofold application many times, 
we see a deeper meaning in this verse 
than the instantaneous work of sanc- 
tification. 

PURIFY THE SONS OF LEVI 

The old Jewish priesthood which has 
passed away and long since has ceased 
to be recognized by God had to have 
certain qualifications in regard to age, 
health, morality, and ancestry before 
they were eligible to the priesthood. 
Then they were sanctified (ceremoni- 
ally) and set apart for service. The 
Levitical priesthood has been succeed- 
ed by a Spirit-filled, God-anointed 
body of men and women who have 
come in touch with the real Christ for 
whom they offered the sacrifices as 
types. 

My remarks shall not be confined 
to the ministry alone as all Spirit- 
filled believers are subjected to the 
same purging, likewise partakers of 
the same blessing. 

“But ye are a chosen generation, a 
royal priesthood, an holy nation, a 
peculiar people; that ye should shew 
forth the praises of him who hath call- 
ed you out of darkness into his mar- 
velous light.” 1 Pet. 2:9. 

The purging of gold and silver is 
a somewhat prolonged operation. The 
ore is taken from the mines, separated 
from the soil and other matter, then 
it is put into a crucible and subjected 
to intense heat for a long time. The 
ore is melted and the dross is gradual- 
ly separated from the gold until not a 
trace of it remains. We are told that 
the man who is watching it waits un- 
til his own image is reflected back 


from the molten mass. God's children | 


who render effective service for Him 
must be purged and refined until the 
likeness of the Savior is reproduced 
in them. Ah, but that coveted experl- 
ence is not attained in a single night 
or even a year. 

A CLOUD OF WITNESSES 

The life and experience of many 
Bible characters of both Old and New 
Testament bear testimony that a ser- 
vant of God doesn’t always come to His 
own or render his best service after 
a short experience. It seems that dis- 
ecipline is an essential factor in the 
training of God’s children. 

Moses, with the careful training of 
a Hebrew mother and the eulture of 
an Egyptian court, had to be a shep- 
herd boy on the plains of Midian for 
forty years before he was ready for 
his life’s work. 

Joseph, though a virtuous and God- 
fearing boy, had to serve in an Egyp- 
tian prison for several years before 
he was raised to prominence and be- 
came the preserver of his father and 
brethren. 

David, though anointed king of Is- 
rael, was chased about by Saul and 
his life endangered many times for a 
long time before he was finally crown- 
ed and ascended the throne. 

Paul, the great apostle, though train- 
ed in the schools of Tarsus and he sat 
at the feet of Gamaliel, after his con- 
version and baptism spent three years 
in Arabia. Then altogether after thir- 
teen years of service and testing he 
was commissioned to his work as mis- 
sionary to the Gentiles.—Acts 13:2. 

Time and space would fail us to 
speak of the great multitude of others 
even down thru the Reformation who 
have stood the fiery blast of God’s fur- 
nace for years previous to their best 
and most effective service. Who can 
depict the anguish, loneliness, and dis- 
appointment that these souls have 
undergone during these days of prepa 
ration? Now do we say they had no 
joy during-the period of refining? A 
thousand times, no! God was with 
them during it all and manifested 
Himself enough to invite them to a 
more thorough death to self.

Without the Bible the question of 
the origin of evil would remain unex- 


plained. The devil has been a murder- 
er ever since iniquity was found in 
him. “Ye are of your father the devil, 
and the lusts of your father ye will 
do. He was a murderer from the begin- 
ning, and abode not in the truth, be- 
cause there is no truth in him.” John 
8:44, 

What is the devil’s reiationship to 
lying? The same verse, last clause, 
tells us. “When he speaketh a lie, he 
speaketh of his own: for he is a liar, 
and the father of it.” 

Satan was not created sinful. The 
Scripture says, “Thou wast perfect in 
thy ways from the day that thou was 
created, till iniquity was found in 
thee.” Ezek. 28:15. This and the state- 
ment in John 8:44, “abode not in the 
truth,” show that Satan was once per- 
fect and in the truth. Peter speaks of 
“the angels that sinned,” 2 Pet. 2:4; 
and Jude refers to “the angels which 
kept not their first estate,” Jude 6. 
Both ‘of these show that these angels 
were once in a state of sinlessness and 
innocence. 

Christ’s statement lays the respons!- 
bility for the origin of sin upon Satan 
and his angels. “Then shall he say al- 
so unto them on the left hand, Depart 
from me, ye cursed, into everlasting 
fire, prepared for the devil and his 
angels.” Matt. 25:41. Satan’s pride and 
haughty spirit led to sin, rebellion, 
and downfall. “Thine heart was lifted 
up because of thy beauty, thou hast 
corrupted thy wisdom by reason of thy 
brightness.” Ezek. 28:17. “Thou hast 
said in thine heart, I will ascend into 
heaven, I will exalt my throne above 
the stars of God: I will sit also upon 
the mount of the congregation, in the 
sides of the north: * * * I will be like 
the most High.” Isa. 14:13, 14. Jesus 
said to His disciples, “I beheld Satan 
as lightning fall from heaven.” Luke 
10:18. 

In a word, pride and self-exaltation 
led to Satan’s downfall and for these 
there is no justification or adequate 
excuse. “Pride goeth before destruc- 
tion, and an haughty spirit before a 
fall.” Prov. 16:18. Hence, while we 
may know of the origin, cause, char- 


acter, and result of evil, no good or 
sufficient reason or excuse can be 
given for it. 

To excuse is to justify it, and the 


moment it is justified it ceases to be 
sin. All sin is a manifestation of sel- 
fishness in some form and its results 
are the opposite of those prompted by 
love. The experiment of sin will re- 
sult finally in its utter abandonment 
and banishment forever by all created 
intelligences throughout the entire 
universe of God. Only those who fool- 
ishly and persistently cling to sin will 
be destroyed with it and punished for- 
ever. “And the devil that deceived 
them was cast into the lake of fire 
and brimstone, where the beast and 
the false prophet are, and shall be 
tormented day and night for ever and 
ever.” Rev. 20:10, and also verses 14, 
15. “And they that be wise shall shine 
as the brightness of the firmament;
